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Heritage Site 
restaurant ad 
signs banned 


TWO restaurants have been banned 
from putting up ‘over the top’ 
illuminated advertising signs for 
their premises near the entrance 
to the Maritime Greenwich World 
Heritage Site. 

Both Byron hamburgers and Zizzi, based 
on the riverfront at Greenwich, had already 
had their applications to install the signs 
turned down by royal borough planners. 

They appealed against the decisions - but 
independent planning inspector Isobel 
McCretton agreed with the council, and 
refused permission for the signs to go up. 

She acknowledged that the large 
number of Grade I and II listed buildings, 
monuments and structures at the site made 
it “an area of high environmental quality 
and considerable visual sensitivity”. 

She described one of the schemes as 
“excessive signage which goes far beyond 
advertising the presence and function 
of the establishment.” And she said that 
both schemes would “detract from the 
visual amenity of the area, and harm 
the character and appearance of the 
conservation area within the wider World 
Heritage Site.” 

Royal borough leader Cllr Chris Roberts, 
said: “Tourism generates more than three- 
quarters of a billion pounds every year 
for the local economy, and supports 12,000 
local jobs. The council and our partners in 
the World Heritage Site have an important 
role in balancing the needs of businesses 
with the duty to protect the area’s unique 
heritage. We work very closely with 
businesses to ensure that they can exist in 
harmony with the unique heritage of the 
area. So we are very pleased the planning 
inspector has supported our views.”

PARENTS got talking about changes to 
the special educational needs system in a 
topical meeting last. 

It was hosted by Greenwich Parent Voice, 
and author and disability rights campaigner 
Brian Lamb OBE at Charlton House. 

Brian outlined the government's children 
and families bill which details proposals to 
improve services for vulnerable children 
and support families. 

The bill also covers adoption, regulations 
around looked after children, family justice 
and special educational needs aiming to 
encourage growth in the childcare sector 
and introduce a new system of share 
parental leave and ensure children have a 
strong advocate for their rights. 

Brian discussed local services and the role 
of schools and parents under the bill that 
comes into force as part of legislation next 
year. 

He said: "Parents and carers need to be 
aware that the children and families bill 
contains radical changes in the way local 
authorities need to consult parents. We 
know that the involvement of parents helps 
produce more appropriate services which 
are more effective in producing better 
outcomes by being tailored to local needs." 

Greenwich Parent Voice is a local group of 
parents formed in 2009 to work as a voice 
for the wider community. Forum members 
all have a child or children with a disability 
or special educational needs and endeavour 
to work with families, support services and 
the local authority.

EVERGREEN athlete Barry 
Ferguson has just won another 
gold medal for Team GB...at the 
age of 71! 

The ever-popular Cambridge 
Harriers coach won the 60 metres 
hurdles for Over 70s at the European 
veterans indoor championships in San 
Sebastian, Spain, clocking 10.14s, just 
outside the British record. 

And now he’s targeting the world 
indoor championships, the only ones 
where he’s failed to top the podium, in 
Budapest next year. 

“I have won various veterans’ world 
and European championships over the 
years,” Barry told GT, “but I’ve never 
won the worlds indoors so my great 
ambition is to win in Hungary next 
year. 

“Before that are the World Masters 
Athletics Championships (outdoors) in 
Brazil in October. I don’t need to qualify 
to take part but I do need the money. A 
sponsor would be very welcome!” 

Veterans’ athletics starts at 35 and 
goes up in five-year categories. “I 
started when I was forty-something 
and started winning the worlds and 
Europeans when I was 50. I won 50 to 
55, 55 to 60, 60 to 65 and 65 to 70. 


“I came third in the Over 70s last year 
but won this time. Now I’m hoping to 
follow up with a world win in October.” 

“I keep going for the love of the sport. 
It’s exercise and I love the ambiance 
at competitions. One of my main 
opponents is the Swede Jan Soderstrom. 
On the track we both want to win. 
Off track he is my friend. We have 
dinner together and enjoy each other’s 
company.” 

Barry has been at Cambridge Harriers 
since 1983 and learned about coaching 
from another veteran, Ron Allison, who 
coached his son. 

He believes the key for budding 
athletes is to make realistic goals. “Pie 
in the sky is not worth it,” he said. 
“You can realise your dreams if they 
are realistic, and mental preparation 
is also very important. I learned a lot 
about it from a book by Olympic Gold 
medallist David Hemery. It’s hard work 
but you have to learn to run the race in 
your head so that you can do it on the 
track”.

DON T FORGET, WE DO BOARDING? 
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Ancient Greece in Woolwich 


ANCIENT Greece is coming to Greenwich 
Heritage Centre on Thursday, April 1 8, when 
40 Greek students and their teachers arrive to 
help launch a new exhibition. 

The project has been inspired by the statue 
of Nike, presented by the city of Olympia in 
Greece in honour of the 201 2 London Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. The statue was erected 
in the Royal Arsenal last September and has 
given its name to the exhibition --"For Nike: 
Ancient Greece in Modern Woolwich". 

It is being organised by Evi Henry, who is 
originally from Greece. She came to London 
to study at the University of Greenwich, and 
now lives here with her young family. Evi 
approached the Heritage Centre with the idea 
of holding an exhibition of artwork inspired 
by Ancient Greece and has coordinated the 
artwork from the secondary school in her 
hometown of Volos. The students created 
works on paper inspired by art, mythology. 


and everyday life of Ancient Greece. 

Evi has also led a pottery workshop at 
Pound Park Nursery. Additional work will 
be displayed from Fossdene Primary School, 
where students learn about Ancient Greece in 
Year 6, and Romano-British religious artefacts 
from the Heritage Centre's collection that 
highlight the influence of Greek religion in 
the ancient world.

The committee is chaired 
by Dr Susan Blackall, who is 
assistant chaplain at the Old 
Royal Naval College chapel 
in Greenwich. She told GT: 
"It's absolutely critical to 
the council's reputation in 
the community that it has 
complete integrity and 
accountability, and is open 
and honest. 

"The council decided it 
wanted the most robust 
standards in place that it's 
possible to have. It's a vital 
job. It's important we have 
independent members 
on the committee who 
understand local issues, and 


who are interested in ethical 
behaviour in public life. 

They need to be balanced, 
objective and fair when 
dealing with complaints 
against members of the 
council. And they should 
have no personal agenda 
other than they want the 
council to be accountable 
and open. 

"We welcome people from 
all walks of life, and the more 
diverse the better.

Walkers getting back on the 


GOOD news for walkers. The 
Thames Path through the borough 
has now reopened to pedestrians, 
as six years of restoration work 
moves into its final stages. 

The recently-opened sections 
through Lovell's Wharf and 
Peninsula Quays mean nearly all 
the eight-and-a-half mile route 
running alongside the river, 
west to east from Deptford to 


Thamesmead, can be used by 
pedestrians. Only a stretch along 
the Charlton riverside and a 
small section west of Greenwich 
town centre still have diversions 
away from the riverfront. Around 
three-quarters of the whole route 
is also now open to cyclists. There 
are still diversions for them on 
the west side of the Greenwich 
Peninsula. The target date for 


completion of the cycle route to 
a suitable standard depends on 
how planning applications and 
development in the area pan out 
over the next few years. Most 
of the completed sections have 
both cycle paths and footpaths 
each three metres wide, with 
good-quality surfaces and lighting. 
The royal borough, which is 
overseeing the work, has opened

Peninsula. The long-term aim is 
to have continuous, traffic-free, 
riverside walking and cycling 
routes for both commuters and 
leisure users.

AN £85million scheme to 
transform the heart of Ahhey 
Wood has been given the go ahead 
by royal borough planners.

They will be working with 
local people, the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich, the 
National Commissioning 
Board and organisations 


that provide healthcare to 
improve health and reduce 
inequalities. 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member 
for health, adults and older 
people, said: “These are 
challenging time for the 
NHS. Changes in health 
and social care provision, 
together with the problems 
of the South London 
Health Trust, make it 
all the more difficult 
to manage.

A PIONEERING centre 
that uses reminiscence to 
reach out to older people is 
bringing history to life for 
the next generation through 
the memories of elderly 
people. 

Age Exchange, based in a 
Victorian building at Number 
Eleven, Blackheath Village, 
is uniting local people across 
three generations. 

The arts charity runs a 
range of projects where locals 
can share their memories of 
past times through stories, 
songs, games, art, film and 
performance. 

The project reopened last 
November after a £870,000 
makeover, which saw it 
refurbished with a 10,000-book 
library, computer suites, studio, 
lounge and cafe. 

Over the years, it has 
pioneered dozens of art-based 
projects and workshops. More 
recently, it has launched its 
own programme for sufferers of 
dementia and their carers. 

It’s open to Greenwich and 
Lewisham residents from 8am 
to 6pm weekdays and 10am to 
6pm on Saturdays with all areas 
accessible by lift.

It enables me to meet 
people I normally wouldn’t 
do. I am a widower and I feel 
lonely. Of course I could go out 
but Age Exchange brings the 
young to the old and sharing 
my experience with the next 
generation makes me happy”

This offers working space to digital 
companies including ones which started 
off in Ravensbourne, encouraging them 
to stay and grow on the peninsula. 

Many are now prospering, and enjoy 
the advantages of being located 
alongside other digital companies doing 
similar work. It means they can share 
information, expertise, and help each 
other to deliver what their clients need. 

F irms which started out at Ravensbourne 
and moved over to offices at Digital 
Enterprise Greenwich include Failbetter 
Games, which designs computer games 
with interactive fictional stories. Failbetter's 
Alexis Kennedy said: "We used to be based 
at the incubation centre at Ravensbourne, 
and we think it is really great here, with 
really good facilities. The service that Digital 
Enterprise Greenwich provides allows the 
business to stay alive and to grow another 
50 per cent. It has a reputation for having a 
slightly more creative than technical skew, 
which suits us just fine. Everything is going 
well, and I've been able to take on six staff, 
who are mostly local." 

J ulian McCrea founded Portal 
Entertainment, a digital entertainment 
company that makes 'immersive 
entertainment' - stories in which the 
audience takes part. He said: "Digital 
Enterprise Greenwich is strongly linked 
to two things - Ravensbourne and Cisco. 
Ravensbourne is on hand if we need 
production, or post-production facilities. 
Cisco have also made DEG one of their 
'national virtual incubators', which means 
it has a telepresence unit in the building. 
The infrastructure was there, which meant 
I could stream in people from San Francisco 
and Ostende, and places like that 
"We came here for the infrastructure, after 
being incubated at Ravensbourne. I have up 
to seven people working here at any one 
time. Several are from south-east London, 
including our head of technology Duncan 
Ross, who is from Kidbrooke. We bring in 
contractors as required, and have tried to 
recruit locals." 

S tudio Blackburn was set up by Paul 
Blackburn as a brand identity and 
graphic design business. What does he like 
about being based at Mitre Passage? He 
says: "Firstly, I live in Greenwich Millennium

"Secondly, it has an all-in cost that includes 
infrastructure like wi-fi, security, and serviced 
offices and furniture. Thirdly, there's a genuine 
advantage in being around other agencies and 
companies in terms of generating work and 
introducing clients to each other. It's good not 
to be isolated but to be with other companies 
in the same field." 

Paul has a team of five, including Susie, his 
wife and co-director. The firm recently won 
a major contract to develop a global brand 
identity for Sage, whose software is used by 


more than 800,000 businesses in the UK. 

P rod Designs was founded by Joe Berg 
as a graphic design, product design and 
prototyping company. It combines product 
and graphic design to suit a project's 
specifications. He said: "We were part of 
the incubator at Ravensbourne for about a 
year. We joined when we were quite a young 
company - about six months old - and we've 
been growing ever since. 

"The main reason why we've based ourselves 
here is the cutting edge facilities that we can 


use whenever we need to. It's really useful to 
be able to use the 3D printing facilities and 
prototyping laboratory at Ravensbourne, 
which help us in our development work.

Legendary traditional folk singer- 
guitarist Martin Carthy stars at the St 
George’s Day celebration at Charlton 
House on Friday, April 19. 

“I was there last year for the Greenwich 
Festivals and I really enjoyed it and I’m 
looking forward to playing in Charlton,” 
Martin told Scene 

Martin’s distinctive voice and playing 
has been part of top folk bands like 
Steeleye Span and the Albion Country 
Band that had members of Fairport 
Convention. He was there at the start of 
the folk revival in the early Sixties and 
reckons there’s another one in progress 
right now. 

“Punk blew us out of the water but it 
was probably something that needed 
to happen,” he said. “Now folk is 
flourishing again with a lot of fabulous 
singers and musicians emerging in the 
last 10 years. 

“These days they are very adept at 
using the web, people like Jon Boden 
and Bellowhead. 

“I’m from the Stone Age in 
comparison but the Sixties had its own 
power. In every city or big town there 
was a choice of clubs on every night of 
the week.” 

He’d been “blown away” by an 
80-year-old fisherman called Sam 
Larner. “I was 17 and had never seen 
such passion in singing,” said Martin, 
who started as a ‘skiffler’ before getting 
into folk via Ewan MacColl’s Ballads 
and Blues, which became the Singers’ 
Club, in the late Fifties. 

He managed to steer clear of the flak 
caused by ‘Dirty Old Town’ MacColl’s 
distaste for the new breed of singer- 
songwriters, principally Bob Dylan.

He sang three songs and 
everybody loved it. He played the next 
night at the Singers’ Club and got a mixed 
reception. The figureheads, MacColl and 
A.L. Lloyd, didn’t like him.” 

Seventy-two next month, Martin is 
clearly in tune with the Dylan mantra 
to “keep on keeping on” and, typically, 
he explains his musical longevity in 
simple terms. 


“There’s still too much to learn from 
music,” he says. “I don’t really understand 
why musicians ever retire. Why stop? I’ve 
seen people retire and go on the slide. Not 
for me, thank you very much.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at

Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.
